- The Chimney Stoked. 


In the designing and construction 
of houses it has always been the es- 
en fad of Mr. Willis Polk, architect, 
o build roomy fireplace, where great 
logs can burn, and he has always 
plumed himself on the fact that the 
fireplaces never fail to draw. 

When he erected his bachelor bunga- 
low at Tiburon the fireplace was the 
chief pride and glory of the establish- 
iment. He told his friends about the 
‘solid comfort he enjoyed sitting be- 
fore the blazing logs, and, to still 
further arouse thelr envy, Polk one 
night gave a party. 

To his infinite chagrin, the chimney 
smoked abominably, the fire wouldn’t 
draw, the logs would not burn, and 
the bungalow was filled to stifling.

Next day Polk made a careful ex- 
amination of chimney and hearth, 
satisfied himself that everything was 
now as it should be and then gave 
another party to efface the memory 
of the former fiasco.

That abominable chimney again 
spoiled it all. It smoked and smoked.

At intervals 
after that, Polk entertained friends, 
and he finally found that the fireplace 
never drew when he had company, al- 
hough at other times it worked per- 
fectly. So he set a little trap, which

Uncle Sam was rather hard on the 
importers, when about a year ago the 


| tariff commissioners decided that cher- 
ries must be taxed both for them- 
| selves and the alcohol in which they 
i are preserved. 


Three firms did most of the import- 
ing in this line. One is located in Cin- 
cinnati and the other two in St. Louis. 
The government demanded $175,000 
duty for several dozen barrels of wild 
cherries. They came from Germany, 
where they are known by the name of 
“Weichsel.” These cherries are pre- 
served in alcohol or brandy. The sur- 
veyors of Cincinnati, Chicago, St. 


| Louis and New York taxed these cher- 
| ries under paragraph 263 of 1897, as 


fruit preserved in alcohol. Later this 
classification was nullified, and the 
cargo was classified as “cherry juice,” 
under paragraph 299. 

Under paragraph 263 the duty is 35 
per cent ad valorem, while the alcohol 
is taxed at $2.50 per “proof gallon.” 
Under paragraph 299 the duty is 60 
cents per gallon, if the mixture con- 
tains less than 10 per cent of alcohol. 
If more than that percentage of spirits 
is found, an extra tax of $2.70 per 
proof gallon is added to the 60 
cents. 

The government held that the cher- 
ries were not for eating purposes, but 
used only in the preparation of cherry 
juice. The importers said that under 
paragraph 263 preserved fruit must he 
classed as edibles. 

Then the classification committee as- 
certained that cherry juice is made by 
mashing the cherries with a machine. 
The government, on the other hand, de- 
clared that mashed cherries communi- 
cate their juice to the alcohol. Against 
this ruling ‘the importers protested 
vigorously, and said that paragraph 
263 should: be applied to their importa- 
tion. 

After long and tedious deliberation 
the classification committee joined 
with the importers and decided in 
favor of the latter. 

The decision has been forwarded to 
the various revenue officers, and now 
the festive cherry is.no longer placed 
in the cocktail at a prohibitive rate.— 
St. Louis Republic. 


Yrench Bieyclists Walk Hills. 

French roads are broad, long, white 
and glaring—the sun of France is hot— 
yet every man attires himself by pref- 
erence in a black jersey. This may be 
done from motives of economy, but the 
result is that, while the British cyclist 
varies from dusty to grubby, his 
French rival never fails in grubbiness 
and often attains to positive dirtiness.

They came from Germany, 
where they are known by the name of 


| “Weichsel.” These cherries are pre- 


served in alcohol or brandy. The sur- 
veyors of Cincinnati, Chicago, St. 
Louis and New York taxed these cher- 
ries under paragraph 263 of 1897, sas 
fruit preserved in alcohol. Later this 
| classification was nullified, and the 
cargo was classified as “cherry juice,” 
under paragraph 299. 

Under paragraph 263 the duty is 35 
per cent ad valorem, while the alcohol 
is taxed at $2.50 per “proof gallon.” 
Under paragraph 299 the duty is 69 
cents per gallon, if the mixture con- 
tains less than 10 per cent of alcohol. 
If more than that percentage of spirits 
is found, an extra tax of $2.70 per 
proof gallon is added to the 60 
cents. 

The government held that the cher- 
ries were not for eating purposes, but 
used only in the preparation of cherry 
juice. The importers said that under 
paragraph 263 preserved fruit must he 
classed as edibles. 

Then the classification committee as- 
certained that cherry juice is made by 
mashing the cherries with a machine. 
The government, on the other hand, de- 
clared that mashed cherries communi- 
cate their juice to the alcohol. Against 
this ruling ‘the importers protested 
vigorously, and said that paragraph 
263 should: be applied to their importa- 
tion. 

After long and tedious deliberation 
the classification committee joined 
with the importers: and decided in 
favor of the latter. 

The decision has been forwarded to 
the various revenue officers, and now 
the festive cherry is no longer placed 
in the cocktail at a prohibitive rate.— 
St. Louis Republic. 


French Bieyclists Walk Hills. 
French roads are broad, long, white 
and glaring—the sun of France is hot— 
yet every man attires himself by pref- 
erence in a black jersey. This may be 
done from motives of economy, but the 
result is that, while the British cyclist 
varies from dusty to grubby, his 
French rival never fails in grubbiness 
and often attains to positive dirtiness. 
The knickerbockers worn are calculat- 
ed to enhance this impression. 'Fhey 
bag shapelessly down the thigh and 
hang in slack folds down to the middle 
of the calf. Ia the stockings the irre- 
pressible passion for tartans, which af- 
fects all French people, breaks out in 
checks of the most startling pattern. 
Occasionally a recrudescence of the 
same exhibits itself on the back of the 
jersey. 

A further note of color is sometimes 
introduced by a large, loose garter, 
worn like an African anklet, a little 
way above the top of the boot. The 
headgear varies, but that most affect- 
ed is a large beret, worn hanging over 
one ear, which makes the whole ap- 
pearance recall vividly M. Rostand’s 
Cadets de Gascogne.” As the cyclists 
slouch in toward the tables in troops, 
Says the Pall Mall Gazette, one is ir- 
risistibly reminded of Cyrano’s disor- 
derly companions. There is, however, 
no rash daring, no gasconade about 
your Gallic rider. Few machines in 
France have brakes, which at first 
sight gives one a high opinion of their 
riders’ temerity; but after some days 
I began to notice that a Frenchman on 
a hill was always walking—whether 
down or up. 

Certainly they have cause to be 
frightened. for the most ordinary 
slopes are studded with placards, “De- 
scente Rapide,” “Tournant Danger- 
eux” and the like. Coasting is a lux- 
ury left entirely to the foreigner; and, 
to do the authorities justice, no steps 
are taken to enforce the laws, which 
limit the rate of riding to eight miles 
an hour. 


Non-Freezing Water Piper. 
The Germans, who are so far ahead 
of many nations in a certain class of 
technical skill, have incorporated into 
their plumbing practice a non-freezing 
water pipe. which will save an ineal- 
culable amount of annoyance and pro- 
fanity in a single winter. The purpose 
of the invention is not only to prevent 
the water from being frozen, but to 
provide an opportunity for its expan- 
sion by cold. Into the fron pipe, as 
far as it is above the ground, there is 
inserted a second narrower pipe of 
thin sheet tin or lead, which is filled 
with an elastic substance, such, for in- 
stance, aS rubber. This insertion re- 
mains unaffected by the ordinary 
pressure; but if the water should be 
frozen by extreme cold the elastie in- 
sertion is compressed by So much as 
the volume of water is increased by 
the freezing. With the coming of the 
thaw the insertion expands again to 
its original circumference. The object 
of the tin or lead around the insertion 
is to prevent an unpleasant taste or 
odor being imparted to the water. It 
is said that water pipes provided with 
such an insertion have withstood a 
cold test of 40 degrees centigrade, | 
while others that were not so provided 
invariably burst at that temperature.

For centuries past the physiognomy 

of Christ has been the subject of spec- 


ulation, and, it may be said, of hot 


discussion, says a Paris correspondent | | 


of the London Standard. In the early | 
times it was considered that He would 
have regarded it as unworthy of Him 
to use the vain seductions of form to | 


of His doctrine was, it was urged, 
alone suitable for a god in the accom- 
plishment of His mission of self-sac- | 
rifice. Others, later on, contended that 
the irradiation of divinity must have 
prevented Jesus from being ugly. The 
dispute has continued for centuries, 
and our Savior has been depicted with 
a different physiognomy by various 
masters of the art. The Christ of Ve- 
lasquez does not resemble that of 
Rembrandt and others, but now a new 
image is forthcoming. A Frenchman 
named Boyer d’Agen, who, I believe, is 
the author of a work on Lourdes, dis- 
covered a curious bronze medal among 
a number of old coins for sale in a 
curiosity skop in Rome.

Chameleon Lakes. 

It is well known that the water of 
many lakes exhibits characteristic 
colors. The lake of Geneva, at the 
western end of Switzerland, is blue, 
while the lake of Te Ee at the 
eastern end of Switzerland, green. 
| Blueness implies purity, since the na- 
tural color of water is blue. A green 
lake has its waters slightly clouded 
with impurities, which may be exceed- 
ingly fine particles, separately invis- 
ible. Prof, Spring of the University 
of Liege says that green lakes some- 
times become absolutely colorless for 
a time, and he has found that this 
sudden change of hue is due to the 
washing into the lakes of mud colored 
red by oxide of iron. Red is compli- 
mentary to green, and the result of 
the mixture is that the green color of 
the water becomes for the time being 
neutralizd.

The overfiow of water in the street 
at the corner of Perrin and. Cross sts., 
has been traced to a leakage in a pri- 
vate drain and not toa city water main, 
which was at first considered the cause. 
The leak was the result of the cold and 
an inconsiderate use of weiter by the 
householder from whose property’ the 
drain issues. The practice of allowing 
water to runday and night from fau- 
cets during cold weather is a very com- 
mon one, but is yet prohibited under the 
water regulations. The section of the 
regulations which makes this prohibi- 
tion is: Section 10. Water must not be 
permitted to flow through ¿ny pipe or 
fixture connected with the city water 
works, when not in actual use. A con- 
tinuous flow of water to guard against 
frost, or for any other purpcse, will not 
be permitted unless a meter is used.” 
The penalty for the violation of this or 
any other section of the water rules is 
that the water will be turned off on the 
offender’s premises and the sum of one 
dollar will be charged for turning it on 
again.

Foster, Albert Slayton and Scoy, 
The overflow of water in the street 
at the corner of Perrin and Cross sts.

A con- 
tinuous flow of waiter to guard against 
frost, or for any other purpcse, will not 
be permitted unless a meter is used.” 
The ‘penalty for the violation of this or 
any other section of the water rules is 
that the water will be turned off on the 
offender’s premises and the sum of one 
dollar will be charged for turning it on 
again. 


SUMMER SG SCHOOL, 


Pe nee sia Very Anxious to Secure 
Their Appropriation. 
Fololwing are some of the arguments 
adyanced by the Normal faculty and 
the state board of education to induce 
the legislature to grant the wisned for 
Special appropriation for the mainten- 
ance of a free swimmer session Of six or 
eight weeks: , 
The session would occur at a time 
when the people who need this sort of 
training are most at leisure and could 
best attend, 
It ‘would come at a time when €x- 
penses would be reduced to a minimum. 
There ‘would be no additional expenses 
for janitors, office help, library or wá- 
ter, for these are provided for 12 menths 
anyway. There would ‘be 
for fuel and lighting during 
August, 
Where so many schoois are needed 
trained teachers and sa many poorly 
qualified but aspiring teachers covet ine 
training, it would seem to be econoinay 
to use the present schools as much of 
the year as is profitable, It is certainly 
not profitable to allow a plant of $330,- 
000 to He idle for one fourth of the year 
when its product is so much needed in 
the state, 
That there is a demand for such 
a school appears from the large attend- 
ance at the summer institutes for teach- 
s held under the direction of the de- 
partment of superintendence, and-from 
che numerous local summer schools for 
reviews and academic work in more 
inan 80 towns and villages of the state 
every year, For the last two years the 
enroljment in these local schools 
averaged about 2,500 annually. 

Most of the Normal schools in the 
northwest maintain these summer ges- 
Sions—those of Minnesota running 48 
weeks in the year, That of Indiana had 
last year an enrollment of 600 students. 

The U, of M, summer school that has 
been condueted heretofore for several 
summers has been taken in charge by 
the ‘board of regents anid will be inan- 
aged as a regular session. 

The regents of the University of Ili- 
nois will this year maintain a summer 
session with state funds, for the special 
purpose of training teachers.
